California’s public schools cost her

No barber “college” 
can be accredited which does not in- 
sist upon this prerequisite, nor can 
any barber from anotlrer state practice 
his trade without being thus qualified 
for his license. The board was ‘also 
told barber shops must be partitioned 
off from other places of business, 
whatever their condition, before the 
law was passed. 


The formation of an organization of 
Sacramento Valley landowners to con- 
fer with the state authorities on an 
equitable distribution of flood control 
costs between the landowners and the 
state was urged last week by Robert

identified for years with flood control 
matters. Pointing out that the federal 
government is now ready to do its 
share through the adoption of legisla- 
tion increasing its contribution to Sac- 
ramento river flced contre! werks 
from $5,600,000 to $17,600,000. Devlin 
declared the state should now do iia 
share by paying the entire ‘cost of 
flood control. 


Relief measures for the great army 
of California's adult blind are now 
being prepared for submisison to the 
Btate legislature which convenes next 
January, it was learned recently. 
Success of the bill providing aid for 
crippled children at the 1927 séssion 
is taken: to augur well for the new aid- 
for-the-blind program. The greatest 
statewide movement in history is un- 
der way te agcertain-the type of legis- 
lation most needed, according to Mg. 
Anna L. Saylor, director of the depart- 
ment of Social welfare. 


The United States government has 
made an: appropriation of about $190,- 
000 yearly for experiments. on behalf 
of forest conservation in California. 
This national assistance comes 
through the passage of the McNary- 
McSweeney Forest Research. bill, in 
the House of Representatives last 
week. President Coolidge is expected 
to sign the bill, as he has already 
“clear listed” it.

New York.—That troublesome ques- 
uon, “How do flying fishes fly?” is 
still bestering scientists, although 
many attempts to solve the mystery 
have been made, 

4... T, Nichols, curator of recent 
fishes at the American Museum of 
Natural History, and ©. M. Breeder, 
Jr, research associate of the New 
York. aquarium, find some truth in 
hoth sides of the argument as to 
whether these fishes sustain their 
flight. by flapping of the wings, or 
pectorn! tin’, or whether they merely 
soar as gliders. ae 

Writing in Natural. History, the 
museum's journal, the icbthyologists 
say: i 

“The flight is latgely a planing one; 
but at certain times and under cer- 
tain conditions a definite wing mo- 
tion may ’enter into and contribute to 
it. The enlarged pectoral fins or 
wings are on anatomical grounds and 
structurally—from an engineering 


j boint of view—ideal_gliding planes, so 


arranged as to be easily held rigid 
at the proper angle. 

“The wings of large flying fishes 
are sometimes seen to vibrate or flut- 
ter, a ‘motion more reasonably refer- 
able to tension In settirig them, or to 
the wind, than to.a definite function 
in flight.: In very small and young 
fishes, on the other hand, the wings 
vibrate to such an extent that they 
blur, like ‘those of a flying insect. 

“It seems that with an increase In 
age and size, a buzzing, beelike flight 
Is fteplaced by a trué soaring flight 
and that the fermer is very likely a 
function of absolute size as are so 
many larval spectalizations. 

“Flying fishes fly more freely in a 
strong breeze and attain greater ele- 
vation, speed and. distance than fn 
ealm weather. The conclusion is al- 
most Inevitable that they utilize the 
wind to some extent to lift and pro- 
pel them, even though it 19 ‘diffienl? 
to understand how this would be ac 
complished.” 

The observations were bascd on the 
collection of flying fishes gathered 
by William Beéeb’s. Arcturus. expedi- 
tion.

Washington.—Six miles a day, or 
faster than old sailing vessels, is the 
record established by a bettle report

The. bottle. traveled 7,300. miles 
from the guif of Tehauntepec on the 
western coast of Mexico to New 
Guinea. It was thrown overboard by 
Second Officer J. M. Johansen of the 
Norwegian steamer Hellen July 12. 
1924, and was picked up December 13. 
1927, on the north coast of New 
Guinea.

the bottle drifted into the north equa. 
torial current setting westward, its 
drift passing Clipperton island, be 
tween the Hawalian tslands, and Pa} 
myra island, through the {islands of 
the Marshall group, thence southward 
of the Caroline islands across the 
equator to the Hermit islands, off the 
north coast of New Guinea. 


Find Greased Shoe 
Stays Dry and Wears 


Washington.—Farmers who grease 
their shoes to make them last longer 
are following a sound scientific prin- 
ciple and not a “fallacy of the hinter- 
land,” the Department of Agriculture 
insists. 

Greasing shoes, experts say, not 
only prolongs their life, but helps to 
keep the feet dry. They recommend 
neat’s-foot, cod and castor oils, tal- 
low and wool grease or mixtures: of 
these. 

Shoes worn on the farm get par. 
ticularly hard wear, since they are 
subjected to mud and water and at 
times to extreme dryness. Al! these. 
it is observed, ruin leather, whereas 
oil and grease preserve-it.

In Brazil many 
things Portuguese “have persisted be- 
sides the mother tongue. Colorful in- 
deed are the gardens of. Rio. 

There are old..watled gardens sur- 
rounding. houses built in the days of 
the empire. These houses usually 
stand at the head of a canyon, or on 
‘the, crest of a hill. They are digutfied 
one-story. buildings with large rooms, 
high: ceilings, and many windows. 
Their vivid color is what the Bra- 
ailians call “Portuguese blue,” crowned 
by ‘the reddish brown of: weather-beat- 
en tiles, . 

In the gardens of these homea tower 
foyal paitns, great jaqueira “ trees 
heavy with fruit, wide-spreading man- 
gos, and Soutl? Brazilian Parana plies 
with straight betasseled: branches. 
These noble trees, foreign to Rio’s 
hills, tell w8 ‘that the gardens were 
planted back,in the first Dom Pedro's 
day, or perhaps in the time of his 
father, Dom Joao the Sixth. 

In 1808 Portuguese royalty fled from 
Napélconié despotism in Europe te set 
up its court in Brazil, and the follow- 
ing year the prince regent, afterward 
Bom Joao VI, imported the royal palm 
of<the Antilles: and planted it in the 
botanical gariiens:.st Rio. Here: the 
original palm sti stands. 

.“Our ‘Mother Palm’ was sick some- 
‘years ago,” the visitor ts told: “and 
we were gredtly alarmed lest she 
should die. From this single speci- 
men. hav> come all the woncerful 
palms which beautify our parks and 
avenues. We treated our royal patient 
wit’ care, giving her a medicinal bath, 
and she recovered.” : 
Near the palm is a bust of Dom 
Joao, whose forethought and love of 
gardens -greatly enriched the flora of 
Asiatic trees; such as the mango, jaque- 
ira, breadfruit, and tamarind, and 
many of the Old World flowering trees 
which glorify Rio’s hills, then “came 
to Brazil through Portugal's: far-flung 
colonies in Asia and Africa; or were 
brought from Cayenne, in French Gul- 
ana, then known as the Iste of France, 
where the French maintained a botan-, 
ical garden from a very early period. 

Riot of Brilliant Colors, ; 

In the old gardens are other marks 
‘of bygone days besides: the venerable 
trees. Here and there is a wall faced 
with bine and.white Dutch tiles, which 
found ‘thefr\way to Brazil when Hol- 
land invaded its northern coast, in the 
Seventeenth centuty..On some of the 
tall gateposts: stand big blue or yellow 
porcelain ornaments in the form of 
pineapples, imported: from Portugal 
-one hundred or more years ago. “They 
‘bring good tuck to the household,” 
‘say the older natives, - 
- Color runs riot.’ The purple bou- 
gainvillea here grows to be a tree; the 
flaming poinsettia becomes a giant 
bush.. There fs the glowing coral vine;
